Christian IX, the aged king of 
Denmark, dean of the crowned 
heads of Europe, father of King 
H'ge of Greece, of Queen Alexandra 
of Great Britain and Ireland, and of 
the Dowager Empress Maria Feodorov- 
nia of Russia, grandfather of King 
Haakon VII of Norway and related by 
blood or by marriage to most of tho 
European rulers, died with startling sud- 
denness in the Anialienborg palace this 
afternoon. The accession of his suc- 
cessor, Prince Frederick- his eldest son, 
who will be known as Frederick VIII 
will be proclaimed tomorrow. 

The following official bulletin was 
issued tonight: His Majesty died at 
,'!:;i0 o'clock this afternoon. After his 
majesty had brought this morning's aud- 
ience to a conclusion, he appeared to be 
quite well and proceeded to luncheon as 
usual. Towards the end of the meal he 
gave evidence of indisposition and was 
compelled to retire to bed at 2::>0 p. tu. 
His majesty passed away peacefully, 
the symptoms indicating heart failure." 

This brief bulletin tolls concisely the 
story of tho death scene, which found 
everyone, even those who realized the 
increasing feebleness of Hie King un- 
prepared for the sudden shock. 

Many Courts in Mourning 
The death of King Christ inn has 
plunged half the courts of Europe into 
the deepest mourning, and brought a 
sense of personal loss us well as a sin- 
cere grief to everyone throughout the 
kingdom of Denmark, reaching even to 
tho humblest cottage .evidences of which 
are shown everywhere tonight. It has 
cast a pall over the palaces of the mon- 
itrchs of Great Britain, Russia, Norway 
and Greece. 

The quick, Inking away of this dis- 
tinguished personality, who has for so 
long been a centre of interest, not only 
in his own country, but throughout tho 
civilized world, almost paralyzed tho 
community and unnerved tho business 
World of Denmark. Even late tonight, 
the run of affairs is only recovering from 
the shock - and beginning to prepare for 
the changed conditions. 

Populace Deeply Affected 
Every Hag in the city is at half mast, 
all the places of amusement are closed 
and people walk the streets as though 
they were passing through the chamber 
Of death itself. This afternoon when 
the Hag flying over the palace was 
placed at half mast the yews spread rap- 
idly. It was not believed by the great 
crowds which gradually assembled in 
the square in front of the Amalienborg 
palace, but when uncertainty gave 
place to certainty t hose in the assem- 
blage shed tears and dispersed in' re- 
spectful silence, many baring their 
heads and saluting the palace as they 
went by. 

King Christian appeared to he in his 
usual health this morning, after taking 
•breakfast, be held a public nudienco 
which it, had been his custom to do. every 
Monday morning. The reception today 
was largely attended and his niajestyi 
conversed freely and affably with a 
number of officials and other persons. 
When the function wns over the king, 
though

Mr. J. A. Macdonald was quite con- 
tent with tile answer of the Premier, 
because It bore out his contention that 
no promise was ever made by the 
government that they would pay any 
portion of this debt. It was quite clear 
that it was a gratuitous Rift by the 
government of the public fund. Dewd- 
ney was not the only municipality that 
had known a disaster. Rossland was 
visited by an explosion that destroyed 
$50,000 worth of property. Why should 
not these people come to the province 
lor compensation? 

Hon. Mr. Tatlow (finance minister) 
said the proposal to pay the $10,000 
did not emanate from the member for 
Dewdney. It was arrived at by the 
government In consequence of their 
conviction that it would be absolutely 
impossible to raise the amount by 
assessment. Such an assessment would 
simply crush the district. Therefore 
the proposal was purely a financial 
one. 

Mr. Oliver said the Finance Minis- 
ter was quoting from a report of Mr. 
W. J. Goepel. Now, In that report 
half the lands were valued at $18 an 
acre and the other half at $4. Why 
was this? He challenged the minister 
to read Mr. Goepel's report. 

Hon. R. McBride said Mr. Goepel 
was instructed simply to Inspect, 
assess and report. No other instruc- 
tions were given him, and he was a 
man of great ability and competency. 
He emphasized the statement of the 
Finance Minister that it would have 
been quite impossible for the munici- 
pality of Dewdney to stand an assess- 
ment equal to the requirements of 
their debt; It would mean at least 2% 
per cent, valuation on the full assess- 
ment, in addition to their ordinary 
taxes, and was therefore prohibitive. 

Mr. Oliver still asked why the lands 
had been valued in the peculiar manner 
mentioned. He claimed that Mr. Goe- 
pel's report, Instead of saying anything 
about paying $10,000, had actually 
recommended taxation spread over 50 
years, and pointed out that it would 
only cost 1 3-5 per cent, in extra taxa- 
tion. This was not consistent with 
the Premier's statement. This showed 
the necessity of the special 1 committee 
he asked for. He believed that the 
loan companies were very heavily in- 
terested in re-mortgaging on these 
very lands. 

Case Misrepresented 

Hon. R. F. Green (Kaslo) said that 
Mr. Oliver had, with his usual facility 
for misrepresentation, not correctly 
quoted the Premier. The latter gen- 
tleman was not talking about taxation 
on a 50-year basis, but on the basis of 
the bill now before the House. They 
were trying to put this matter on a 
business basis. Not a farmer had 
made any morfey and they could not 
pay. It was a business proposition to 
put that district on a business footing. 
He declared that the opposition made 
no objection to $420,000 granted for 
the relief of other dyking districts. 

Mr. Oliver said he was quite content 
to leave it to the House to decide 
whether the people of Dewdney or the 
government knew best as to 'the ability 
of the farmers to pay their debts. 

Mr. Paterson (The Islands) wanted 
lo know whether the municipality of 
Dewdney purchased the C. P. R. em 
konkment. If so, surely it was pos

Mr. ,T. H. Hawthornthwaito said his 
only objection to the classification of 
the member for Rosshiml was that it 
was a little premature. He should he 
premier some day, and he know he 
could (ill the position with credit, hut 
it was not yet. Meanwhile he believed 
the reason the premier had gone "one 
hitter" to the demands of the farmers 
of Dewdney was because he still had a 
drop of tho milk of ,'iuman kindness 
left in his nature. He was not so heart- 
less and cold-blooded as the member 
for Delta, and he did not talk sympathy' 
and vote against it. Nor did he weep 
crocodile tears as large as cricket- 
halls.

lucky ones; but after the way I saw 
him when I left, It la quite likely thut 
lie went down .still trying to save Miss 
.Van Wyck." 

During the time the Colonist re- 
porter was with Mr. Connor he was 
Visited by Mr. A. VV. Ross or this city, 
who handed him a photograph, at the 
same time asking the question, "Did 
you recognize that gentleman on the 
boat?" 

Without any hesitation Mr. Connors 
replied: "Sure! lie left on the raft 
With us, and jumped overboard to try 
to swim ashore." 

The photograph was that of A. T. 
fftolfe of New Westminster. 

"Yes, I certainly remember him. The 
steward was wearing his hat neurly all 
the time, and it was only a short time 
before the vessel struck that he asked 
lor it. He got on the raft with us, 
and after, drifting around for nearly 
two days he said ho was goinp to try 
to swim ashore, and he asked me to go 
•With him. But I thought that I would 
stay with the raft. I did not want him 
%p go, but before I knew It he jumped, 
and I saw him dashed against the 
rocks. We were unable to help him." 

The photograph was handed to Mr. 
' Long, and while he was examining' it 
Mr. Connors asked him if he recog- 
nized it. 

"I do not quite remember him," said 
[Mr. Long. 

"Don't you remember the fellow with 
tin- big piece of tobacco who was giv- 
ing it away to the boys?" 

This brought it back to the mind of 
Mr. Long and he quickly recognized 
l!ie photograph as that of one of his 
companions on the raft, who had met a 
late that he had escaped. 

The two men are Improving very 
rapidly, and expect to bo out in a few- 
days. 

The party consisting of Lineman Lo- 
, Ran, Dnykin, and Martin, which was at 
the top of the cliff when the steamer 
broke up, say they believe the line could 
Omve been brought ashore if an inter- 
mediary two-inch line had been bent on 
the tliin line of spun rope instead of 
Ihnving the five-inch hawser bent to the 
thin line.

Concerning the last 
line that was Bred from the cannon on 
the wreck Frank Connors, the waiter 
who is being treated at the .Marine 1ms- 
rpitul here, tells of how Loins Olson, a 
seaman of the steamer, was dashed to 
death on the cliffs while attempting to 
fasten tills line. A line hud been attach- 
ed to 11 scantling which, was thrown over- 
heard with the hope it would drift to the 
shore roeks anil become fast, and after 
two lines had been shot without avail 
Olson managed to effect a landing on the 
rocks. While trying to make a line fast, 
which struck- the face of the cliff he fell, 
and was killed.

Difficulties of Search Parties

sible to take the- corpses over the'.diili- 
cult trails. The tug Lome left yester- 
day, taking a party to assist in the 
search, joining the tug Wyadda and the 
tag Bahrain, which has some fishing 
dories on board for use in surf landings. 
-VII those tugs were chartered by the Pa- 
cific Coast Steamship Company. 

I). Logan, the lineman who is engaged 
will Phil Dnykin anil ,1. Martin, search- 
ing in the neighborhood of the wreck, re- 
ported on Sunday having discovered a 
small bsy about, four miles distant from 
the scone of the wreck where lie ex- 
pects small bouts will he able to make 
a landing and his party is removing the 
bodies found by them to the bay, so that, 
they can be embarked on the tugs. Lo- 
gan has eight corpses, which are being 
taken to the small bay and he expects to 
have theni taken off by the tug. 
_ The ashing launch Shamrock from 
Torjunrt fishing station reached Bum- 
field Sunday evening with the body 
found on Fritohett island in the Broken 
group in the centre of Barkley Sound, 
this body being, it is believed, that of 
Wilson, the man who became insane and 
jumped from the life raft later picked up 
by the steamer Salvor off Turtle island 
with the bodies -of three men still on it. 

Throe of the cable staff searched the 
beaches all around Cape Beale on Sun- 
day, hut found nothing. They say the 

wreckage and bodies of victims will hi' 
be found on the islands in the middle 
channels of Barkley Sound and on Uclue- 
let peninsula and vicinity as Lightkeeper 
Paterson of Cape Boalo reported to them 
he had sighted largo quantities floating 
past. The Indians of the vicinity have 
been all advised lo keep a good lookout 
and to report any bodies they can find 
without delay. 

HAND BLOWN AWAY. 

Captain Johnson Injured by Rocket, 
But Thought Only of Passengers. 

_ P. B. Peterson, second mate of the 
Valencia anil one of the survivors picked 
Up by the City of Topoka from a raft, 
wild, according to a Seattle despatch, 
I 'apt. Johnson lived ami died a hero. 
"As long as I live I shall never be able 
to erase from my mind the sight of dear 
old Captain Johnson clinging to the rig- 
ging, his hand blown away by a rocket 
that be was exploding to attract atten- 
tion. Not a sign of suffering was upon 
his face, and he did not utter any ex- 
clamation of pain. His one thonghfwas 
to save his passengers. Every few min- 
utes he would cry. out, "Oh, Cod, save 
my passengers! Save, my passengers'." 
That was the one thought in ids mind. 
I say he .lived and died a hero. 

"No blame can attach to him for the 
wreck. Ho did the best he could. The 
statement that the captain was 1110 miles 
oil' his course is not true. The Valencia 
was not more than twenty miles out of 
her course. There is a strong northerly 
current, at the point where she struck, 
hut at times it veers to the southward. 
The captain- knew this ami ju-l before 
we struck he changed about three points 
to avoid the current. If lie had changed 
the course five points instead of three 
there would have been no disaster. It 
was simply a case of misjudgment. But 
in the face of disaster Captain Johnson 
proved himself a hero. I never saw a 
more cool, calm collected man on a deck 
in clear weather. Ilis one thought was 
for Iiiji passengers."

THE CASE OF THE SALVOR. 



The eflitowal remarks or the Colon- 
ist on Sunday morning headed "The 
Salvor," have been the subject of much 
discussion in the city, and wo believe 
that we are stating the fact mildly 
when we say that they voiced the 
aroused sentiment of the community and 
met with almost unqualified approval. 

We have much pleasure this morn- 
ing in publishing a letter from Mr. 
Harry F. Btillcn, secretary of the Brit- 
ish Columbia Salvage company, owners 
of the Salvor, stating the ease from the 
company's point of view. He is ap- 
parently under the impression that the 
Colonist article was a reflection upon 
the Bullen Bros., or more accurately 
speaking upon the British Columbia 
Salvage- company, a distinction which 
is immaterial for present purposes; and 
upon the efforts put forth on this oc- 
casion to reach the Valencia and the 
competency of those in* charge of the 
vessel. While the article was penned in 
an atmosphere of public excitement and 
Scarcely suppressed public indignation 
and may have led to inferences which 
were not intended, there was not a word 
that reflected -upon the" courage, com- 
petency or management of those who 
went out to save live.s on the Salvor 
on this particular occasion. AYo do not 
know that we have .attached blame to 
the British Columbia .Salvage company. j mis 
in any articular. That any" person on 
board that boat should have taken of- 
fence is the result either of misconcep- 
tion of the- entire tenor and object of 
■ the article or has arisen from a con- 
sciousness tltat there are circumstances 
connected with the political relation of 
the Salvor with the sad condition of the 
marine protective service which upon 
public investigation will not bear the 
light of day. 

The Colonist was ilealin* with a wi- 
der nnd more important aspect of the 
case than was lent to it by the mere in- 
dividual factors in a life-saving attempt. 
We were dealing with the responsibil- 
ity of the authorities for a sanation that 
ought to be, and has become to be, in- 
tolerable- on this coast. 

We are free to admit that we were 
not familiar with the exact, nature of the 
arrangement made by the government 
for the use of the Salvor, not having 
detected the official advertisement tuck- 
ed away in the obscurity of the Canada 
Gazette. We are glad that, the nature 
of the tenders asked for has been made 
public. It lias added strength to our 
position. 

Two years ago the Clallam was wreck- 
ed and many lives lost almost within 
sight of our doors. There was strong 
ifeeling at that time, a feeling which has 
only become intensified by recent events, 
-that life-saving stations should be es- 
tablished, that there should be sonie- 
iwhere within reach adequate life-saving 
stations. The government at Ottawa has 
not been without warning. The depart- 
ment of marine and. fisheries knows of 
the dangers of this coast. It has known 
•them for a long time. It has a record of 
all the wrecks that have strewn our 
•western shores. 

With all this knowledge in its posses- 
sion, with the experience of the pas.t 
accorded in the tiles of its own offices, 
what did the department do to meet the 
exigencies of the situation? It adver- 
tised its intention to pay ¥10,000 a year 
for— whht? For a vessel with a. wreck- 
ing plant, with facilities to save hulks, 
witli pumps to pump out water of the 
hold, diving apparatus to investigate the 
hull below the water mark, with corks 
to stop up leak*, with all the parapher- 
nalia to recover property lost in t h 
but no provision about, lifeboats or 
els, or lifelines, or crews trained to life- 
saving. Then- was $10,000 a year to lift 
sunken craft that they might be brought 
to Victoria shipyards to be repaired and 
not a cent to save the lives of human 
■beings. Why this startling neglect? Are 
we to assume that there was nq profit in 
saving lives, and, therefore, there was 
aio ono whoso interest it. was to exercise 
political pulll? Do we blame the B, G. 
(Salvage Company? Certainly not. Its 



business is to repair ships and not to 
look after life-saving. 

The responsibility for this state of at- 
taint must rest upon the shoulders of 
those who are deputed by the people of 
British Columbia to look after the public 
safety and interest. That is what they 
were paid $1,500 a year for, and for 
what indemnity wns raised to $2,500 — 
that they might do this more efficiently. 
That they assisted iti getting $10,000 a 
year as a subsidy for a private firm for 
an, entirely different purpose is evidence 
of how they appreciate their responsibil- 
ities. 

That the department of marine and 
fisheries and the U. 0. Salvage Company 
had no other thought than the raising 
of wrecks is shown by the nature of 
specifications published in another col- 
umn by the secretary of the company. 
Ho makes clear that the idea originated 
with the raising of the hull of the Wil- 
lamette, wrecked live years ago and tak- 
en to Seattle, thus depriving Victoria 
of tho incidental benefits of the repairs 
amounting to $100,000. 

No one who knows dipt. Troup and 
Capt. Cox and . the other experienced 
men who went with the Salvor to save 
the lives on the Valencia would Imagine 
for a moment that they would not do 
all that men could do and in the best 
way possible; but the fact remains that 
they were powerless to accomplish what 
they went for, assuming that it was pos- 
sible at all, because they had not the 
appliances which a boat, with a govern- 
ment mission should have bad. 

When it was announced that the 
Queen and the Salvor, which the public 
imagined had a wider, and. we may add, 
a nobler, object than it had In return 
for $10,000 a year out of the public 
chest, the public felt pleased. They felt 
the government was doing its duty and 
all that was necessary. Had they known 
that, using all their efforts and all the 
appliances at hand in the best way pos- 
sible, they would succeed most in tan- 
talizing the survivors (dinging in des- 
peration to the rigging of the doomed 
vessel, they would have sent the tug 
Lome at first; they would have requisi- 
tioned all the forces of His Majesty's 
ships at Esquimau. 

The tug Borne arrived 2-1 hours too 
late. 

That is the crux of the situation. It 
is a situation the consequences of which 
cannot be evaded or denied. It implies 
that the government yielded to represen- 
tations, reinforced by political pull, in 
behalf of business interests, and neglect- 
ed entirely the interests of individual 
lives. Business interests are important, 
but the interests of humanity are far 
greater. The one was amply, liberally 
provided for, and the other was wholly 
overlooked. And what is a deplorable 
feature of the arrangement is the fact 
that the fate of the Clallam was to have 
justified it in the eyes of the people. 
This was regardless of the sad. circum- 
stances that it was the loss of- precious 
lives that was mourned unci not that of 
the floating coffin to which they were 
entrusted. Thus to (he sin of neglect we 
have added a far greater sin.

Section 1 of the proposed new law 
provides for the difference in boundar- 
ies In order to make them conform to 
the reduction in the pre-emption limits 
from 320 acres to 1(>0 acres. 

The object of sectioon (i is to define 
more clearly the time in which a man 
must advertise, after staking land which 
lie proposes to purchase. The law at 
present hi not explicit on this point, and 
the change makes it. necessary to adver- 
tise immediately after staking. 

Section 7 prohibits the purchase of 
fore-shore under (he general provisions 
of tlie Band Act, giving the Government 
an opportunity of dealing as in the case 
of a pre-emption with valuable sites, ac- 
cording to the natural advantages of the 
land. 

Sections S nnd !) deline more clearly 
the mode of procedure in obtaining a 
leasehold, as demonstrated by experi- 
enced to be desirable. 

Seeton 10 places the application for 
leasehold and purchase on the same 
basis, making the time two months in 
each case. This is found necessary in 
order to prevent sharp practices on the 
part of applicants. 

By section 11, the Chief Commissioner 
takes power to issue shorter licenses 
than twenty-one years, where the appli- 
cation is for bind situated within ten 
miles of incorporated cities. In this 
way a man is prevented from tying up 
land that may become valuable on ac- 
count of its suburban situation. 

Section 13 is a validating clause. In 
former years, although the law was spe- 
cific enough in regard to renewal of 
! special timber licenses, the practice had 

grown up in the Department of renew- 
ing the licenses alter the term bad ex- 
■ pired. for which there was really no 
authority. The amendment in question 
legalizes the title of such renewals. 

Section 14 is intended to correct an 
abuse in regard to ha ml loggers licenses. 
These were originally, and are intended, 
to permit hand loggers to cut timber on 
Crown lands, but it has become a com- 
mon practice for mill men to obtain 
licenses in the name of hand loggers and 
then supply them with logging outfits 

operated by steam power, etc., on a 
considerable scale. This, by law, will 
now be prohibited, and hand loggers 
must use the methods intended. 

Section 15 lias an important effect in 
the validation of certain fore-shore lea- 
ses heretofore granted, being a defini- 
tion of Crown lands, the object being to 
cover a point raised by Mr. Justice 
Duff in a recent case tried before him. 
It is as follows: All leases of Provin- 
cial lands or Crown domain over which 
any waters flow, or which are covered 
with water heretofore granted by the 
Chief Commissioner of Lands and 
Works, heroic- validated and con- 

firmed, and shall have the same force 
and effect as if granted after the pass- 
ing of this Act. hut nothing iij (bis sec- 
tion contained shall affect any litigation 
now pending.

I urn not a shareholder !n the company, 
but I think that before they are blamed— as 
they have been—It would be well for 
others, like myself, lo know exactly what 
the subsidy was granted for.

The bunch grass 
country has nearly all been alienated 
from Hie Crown: but even if that were 
not so, the land is more valuable for 
fruit growing than for cattle raising, and 
for the purposes of growing large areas 
are not required. Then, having refer- 
ence to (he Northern interior, tho bunch 
grass dies out in the Chilcotcn Plains 
and north of that we have pen vine, 
red top and other succulent grasses. 
In addition to any other consideration, 
however, the amount of available arable 
land in relation to the whole area is so 
small that it is not desirable that it 
should be sold in larger areas that 160 
acres: in the majority of instances SO 
acres, indeed, is sufficient for n single in- 
acres is indeed for a sufficient indivi- 
dual. 

The power given to the Chief Commis- 
sioner to cancel pre-emptions where the 
land is not used for agricultural pur- 
poses has been proved by experience tn 
be highly desirable, as it is often more 
valuable for timber, town-sites, or other 
uses. The real object of giving pre- 
emptions is thereby defeated, , 

Under (he proposed new law fore- 
shorn tidal lands cannot be pre-empted.

Both these slopes are now down about 
four thousand feet and the work is 
still going on. At different points along 
the main slope several main levels have 
Ibcen driven into the coal on both sides 
and from these levels, stalls are driven 
to block out the eoal .and make it easy 
or access to the miners mid the cam 
■which are to take the eonl out. In this 
way an immense amount Of coal has 
been made ready for working and if the 
Company were prepared to -mine the 
coal by bund, hundreds of men could 
•be- put on at once, but the seam is so 
low tiiat it would be impossible to work 
it by hand profitably, so the company 
has purchased a large number of min- 
ing machines which accomplish the work 
of mining live times more quickly than j 
by hand and with greater ease and com- i 
■fort to the men. It is no exaggeration 
to say that the eoal mining by hand is 
the hardest and most disagreeable work 
that has ever been invented for the af- 
fliction of man. In ordinary trades it 
is the rule that the skilled men have 
the easier jobs but in eoal mining the 
conditions are exactly the reversed. Here 
the skilled miner carries his hand pick 
into the coal face and begins the work 
of taking out the coal, wliieli is de- 
posited as a layer between the upper 
and lower strata of rock. His first job 
is to mine the eoal, that is, he must 
pick a narrow slit at the bottom of the 
seam underneath the cnal so that when 
a hole is bored at the top of the seam 
and a powder charge put in the explo- 



sion will bring down the coal. And it 
is. this underneath mining that makes 
the work of the coal miner so except- 
ionally arduous. He must be on his 
back or side on the floor, and in this 
cramped position, use his band pack to 
mine in the undcrcoal so far as he can 
reach with his pick. It is said to ho 
possible to mine in this way as far in 
as two feet, or thirty inches, but us- 
ually a man gets enough of it by the 
time he gets in eighteen inches.. The 
only lij;lit lie Jias is a smoky pit-lamp— 
a cotton wick soaked in fish oil. The 
floor that he lies on is hard and cov- 
ered with little pebbles of coal. The 
air is more or less charged with smoke 
and other impurities anil finally he is 
always exirosed to the danger of eoal 
falling while lie is mining it, or the roof 
caving in and crushing him to a jelly. 
'It will bo seen that the difficulty and 
expense of such work is less when the 
seam is thick than ■when it is thin, in 
fact, unless a eoal seam is over two 
feet in thickness it lias generally been 
considered as useless on account of the 
difficulty in milling. 

iSuch is the conditions of the coal 
in the lower seam of the Departure Bay 
Mine The coal is of splendid quality 
and the roof and Moor is sound as a hill 
but the seam varies from 18 inches to 
three feet in thickness and any attempt 
to mine it by hand would undoubtedly 
have been the signal for all kinds of 
trouble', for in order to make wages the 
miners would have to get a great deal 
higher rate per ton than in other mine.-, 
while in order to -make profit it would 
be necessary for th< J company to cut 
the wages as low as possible. Such also 
were the conditions at Northfield a few 
years ago, when the New Van. -Oliver 
t'oal company, after spending half a 
million dollars in development work was 
forced |o abandon Ihe property on ac- 
count of a disagreement regarding wag. 
es. The advent of the mining machine 
has changed all that like an Aladden's 
lamp and in Departure liny mine today, 
men can lie seen minim,' .this coal by 
machine, in a manner that is infinitely 
easier and more comfortable for them- 
selves as well as giving satisfactory pro- 
fits for the company. The mining ma- 
chine is a drill or rather pick that works 
on the same principle as a burly drill 
except that instead of drilling a straight 
hole, the drill swings from side to side, 
cutting a -slit of about six inches in 
width underneath the coal and extend- 
ing it not eighteen inches as under the 
system of band mining, but six feel and 
swinging in a circle from fide to side 
for the same distance on each side of the 
drill. That is Ihe kind of work lha.1 
is being done in tho Departure i">a"y 
mine, nil the hard work being done by 
compressed air, instead of by hand and 
when the mining is finished it is .found 
that there is often no necessity of blow- 
ing the eonl down by powder as the 
mining goes so far under, thai the ov- 
erhanging coal conies down of its own 
weight and it often happens that sprags 
have' to he put under to give it. support 
while the mining is being completed. 
This elimination of the hard work of 
mining and the disagreeable and un- 
hcalthful powder smoke marks a very 
substantial advance in mining and 
White the conditions are still most dan- 
gerous and disagreeable it has to be ad- 
mitted that the advent: of the machine 
into the mining industry in Nanaimo 
has made the conditions much more tol- 
erable) and made feasible the operation 
of a large section of coal lands that 
otherwise would have been worthless. 
Neither has it displaced men, the popu- 
lar fallacy that labor saving machin- 
ery displaces, men never received a ru- 
der shock than the actual fact of the 
ease at Departure Bay, for here was a 
seam of coal that might have lain un- 
used forever under any system of hand 
labor, or at least until the price of la- 
bor was reduced to the Chinese Coolies 
basis, but now the sea-ni is being worked 
at satisfactory union wages for the men 
and hundreds of men are being em- 
ployed who would otherwise remain idle 
ami this is solely and iucontcstably be- 
cause of the labor saving machine which 
some people 1 imagine reduce wages and 
throw men out of work. At the present 
time in this mine there is enough coal 
opened out to provide work for a great 
many more men than there are em- 
ployed at present and the company is 
only waiting until men can -lie trained 
to be able to handle these machines in 
a capable manner in order to open the 
mine to its fullest capacity. In addition 
to this sea. however, there is what is 
known as the Upper or Douglas seam, 
which was uncovered last .Saturday and 
found to be five and a half feet in thick- 
ness, and of first class quality. No 
time is being lost in having this opened 
up and in a month there will be a large 
number of men working in this section 
of the mine. In addition to this, a tun- 
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hfc'l is being started to connect with 
the old Fitzwilliam mine and all the 
eoal that was to be left there will be 
made to contribute to Nunniuio's grow- 
ing prosperity. In tithe it cannot be 
doubted that arrangement will be made 
to take the coal out of the old North- 
Bold mine and when one considers the 
immense extent of the eonl fields that 
are being brought into profitable oper- 
ation by new methods, it must be ad- 
mitted that neither Nanaimo nor any 
other place can hope to advance unless 
the same methods are adopted in all 
branches of industry. On top of the 
mine the same restless enterprise has 
been carried out. Machinery is made 
to do everything that the ingenuity of 
man can provide appliances for. As 
the eoal comes up it is sent to the scales 
ami tipple by gravity the car .being re- 
turned to the shaft mouth by the same 
means. The tipple itself, is a marvel of 
ingenuity by which the coal is, dumped 
on the screens in such a manner as to 
make the least possible breakage. I'Yom 
the screens, tho eoal is deposited in con- 
veyors which carry it by the endless bed 
system, cither to the bunkers or the 
snip's hold. Kor delivering the coal into 
the sliip there is an electrical appara- 
tus by which one man standing on a 
bridge high above the ship can regu- 
hvto the How of coal along the con- 
veyor to a nicety. What is more notie- 
able than anything tdse about the pit-fop 
at Departure Hay is that the work goes 
on with unremitting steadiness and but 
very few men are to be seen. The ac- 
tion of the plant is almost automatic, 
there is no waste of labor and although 
there are probably four hundred men 
employed in and about the mines at the; 
present time there is not tho slightest 
evidence of last labor in any depart- 
ment, The output of the mine at De- 
parture Hay - at present is about -lot) 
tons per day and it is believed that thjs 
will be increased before the end of this 
year to 1,000 and possibly 12,000 tons 
pin- day which ' will give employment 
to about eight hundred men.

At Matins on Sunday the Rev, E. G. 
Miller at St. Barnabas' preached a ser- 
mon 011 the lessons to be learned from 
the recent disaster, whicli by request of 
members of the congregation is pub- 
lished. 

. Psalm Cx.xx,- l-2:"Ont of the depths 
have I cried unto Thee O Lord, Lord 
hear my prayer. Acts ix, 15: "He is 
a chosen vessel . unto. Me." 

These two texts convoy to us two sep- 
arate ideas, .which 1 wish to blend to- 
gether for our edification this morning. 

The Ulllth Psalm is one of the pen- 
itential psalnis .and has a latin title 
"contra invidiam" (against envy). It is 
used by half of Christendom at funerals 
It is a psalm of steps and ascents in 
which the psalmist rises step by step 
from the depths of self-condemnation 
to the full assurance of hope of forgive- 
ness and salvation. It is a cry to God 
for forgiveness of sin. The doctrine of 
forgiveness of sin through mere mercy 
and of redemption through Christ's mer- 
its lies so near the surface (in this 
psalm) that the most careless may see 
it. 

The psalmist in deep affliction from 
the consciousness of sin calls earnestly 
upon God. He cannot help himself, his 
only hope is in the divine compassion, 
for that compassion be has waited 
long and anxiously, waited with full 
trust Hint it would not fail him, am! it 
has not Tailed. "Out of the deep waters 
of sorrow" the sinner looks around him 
and sees nothing but his sins, he is 
overwhelmed by them.. They cotnpilBS 
him about and keep him down. He 
cannot extricate himself from the. guilt 
and power, therefore as his only hope 
he cries to God and beseeches Him to 
listen to his cry.. 

The other part of the text refers to 
St. Paul; Ananias is afraid to go to 
this personator of Christians, "Saul of 
Tarsus, "as he is known to Ihe world, 
but in a vision the Lord Jesus made 
known to him the altered nature and 
character of the man, in the words "He 
is a chosen vessel unto Me." 

The recent disaster so appalling has 
its lessors for us all. "Out of the deep 
have I called unto Thee." These words 
are true at the present lime of those 
poor perishing souls of the wrecked 
ship. I was grent;Iy struck by the words 
of an editorial some days ago when it 
spoke of the "prayers of the sufferers 
going heavenwards" for themselves (be 
it said) as they were rushed into etor- 
I nity, and for others who at any time 
might be wrecked upon those dangerous 
shores. "Lord bear their prayer." 

The other part of our text, as I have 
said, refers not to a vessel riding upon 
the sens, but to ja, man, whose whole 
course of life was changed by the glor- 
ious light of God in Jesus Christ which 
shone upon him— e.g.-, St. Paul, wdiose 
wonderful conversion the church cede-' 
brated on Thursday last. 

That: those who perished were vessels 
to honor in God's .eight may it please 
Him to grant! That each has bis or 
her particular work to do there can be 
no doubt. That the guiding hand of 
God is upon us all we are well as- 
sured. That we are in His hands to be 
disposed of as it shall seem good to 
Him, nevertheless wo must do our ut- 
most to ]irevent the recurrence of 
these earthly tragedies. Wo know that 
dnitgers ami troubles are alas, too often 
brought about by the fault of man; 
not that there is, by these words, any 
particular blame attached to any one in 
this recent disaster, God forbid it! 
That is not my message this morning. 
If we are prepared to go. it matters little 
what kind of death we suffer. Some may 
be in this case "heroes of the moment." 
Think of this expression, and enter as 
heroes into the spirit world. 

The general lesson for us to receive is 
(o agitate for the protection of human 
life by careful guarding against emer- 
gencies, and to this end may we use our 
influence with Hie "powers that be" for 
the establishment of life-saving stations, 
patrol boats and light houses, and the 
equipment, of a crew who will hazard 
their lives on each and every occasion: 
supplying such with Ihe necessaries of 
life and the means of saving others. 
"His dat * 1 1 1 i eito dnt," (lie who gives 
quickly gives twice as much). Now the 
lessons especially which such a disaster 
teaches us may be thus divided: 

First, the lesson of warning. Inclu- 
ded in this is the matter to which I have

others as we would they should do unto 
u« under similar circumstances. The best 
of sympathizers, if has been said, are 
they wdio have suffered privations. 1M 
us be heroes in philantrophy. 

Third. Ihe lessons of eternity: Such 
disasters bring very vividly before as 
the truth of eternity. Some are apt to 
think and even say that this earthly 
life or existence is all and complete. 
Yet the very fact of sudden death and 
the awful conditions nttending our de- 
parture from this world are proofs of a 
hereafter and that there is something 
better in store for those that love the 
Lord Jesus Christ. Can anyone imag- 
ine that. God created man after His 
own image and similitude, that is after 
His form and Eternity, that the end of 
his existence should consist in being en- 
gulfed in -tin' angry billows of a raging 
sea, or dashed to pieces on a .rock-bound 
constV No. surely, this is not the end! 
Man was made for something more than 
this. "Here we have no continuing 
city, but we seek one to come." 

Let us learn the lesson of an Eternity 
which it plainly teaches, and let us pray 
that Light Eternal may perpetually 
shine upon them. Who can tell but that 
Our Lord .lesus Christ has received 
them converted by the light of Eternity, 
deep as vessels made to honor." "Cut 
of the deep have 1 called unto Thee, 
Lord, hear my prayer."

DIFFUSION OF NASCENTHY. 

Having investigated Hie diffusion of 
hydrogen through platinum and palladi- 
um at-Jiigh temperature, A. VVinkel- 
mann, of Jena, has now inquired into 
the diffusion of hydrogen through iron 
tit ordinary temperatures; and he has, 
in n measure, confirmed observations of 
Betititi and Lunsana, which had not 
hitherto been much credited. The Ital- 
ian scientists had stated that hydrogen 
would force its way into an iron tube, 
although the hydrogen pressure inside 
the tube was 20 atmospheres, and out- 
side the lube only 1 atmosphere, Win- 
kelmaun's experiment suggested that 
hydrogen passed (.through palladium 
and platinum in the atomic or dissoci- 
ated siate, not in the molecular state. 
The recent experiments with iron, de- 
scribed in Prude's "Aunalen dor Phy- 
sik," vol. xvii., page 589, have therefore 
been liuule with nascent hydrogen, elec- 
trolytieateil prepared. An iron pipe. 1 
centimetre in diameter, tiO centimetres 
in length, and 0,045 centimetres thick, 
is joined to an air pump and dipped in- 
to diluted caustic soda, forming in the 
solution Ihe cathode against a platinum 
anode. Hydrogen will he liberated on 
the outer wall of the iron pipe, and Ibis 
hydrogen readily diffuses through the 
iron wafl. The conditions of the experi- 
ment did not admit of applying high 
temperature's nor high artificial pres- 
sures, hut. they, are not less interesting 
for that. A stationary condition hav- 
ing been reached, which takes some 
time, the quantity of diffused hydrogen 
is found to he independent of the pres- 
ied bgkq mfw r aoi ,, TAOO R.DFF,\V 
sure gradient. The pressure inside was 
varied between and S!) centimetres of 
mercury, and outside by about hall' tin 
atmosphere, This independency from 
pressure variation appears inexplicable, 
unless we assume with Winkelmunn 
that a certain minimum 'acting or push- 
ing pressure is required in order to pro- 
duce diffusion, and that this pressure is 
comparatively high, so that the slight 
experimental pressure variations do not 
count. This miuiimuni acting pressure 
seems' to he .">,S atmospheres; and if that 
figure he accepted.

In the Air.

London, Jnn. 13.— England in tin: 
throes of the geiieral election present!) a 
curious ami impressive (spectacle to the 
interested oniooKer. As a nation we are 
usually sober, self-possessed minding 
our own business iiml rarely disposed to 
take anything tragically. But now all 
private interests, all uiouey-mjikiug:/ af- 
fairs take a second place in our 
thoughts and we are possessed by the 
overwhelming excitement that is in the 
air. The city men forget to open tilt 
morning .letters and engage in parlia- 
mentary debates in unparliamentary lan- 
guage, In the villages, nobody coide- 
sccmls to think of work of the everyday 
sort. Work now only means election- 
eerings In every polling district poli- 
ticians are holding open air meet- 
ings at all hours of the day and every 
night every ball anil every sehoolhouse 
in tlu- land is ringing with passionate 
oratory. There bus been nothing at all 
approaching 6UC.ll public excitement in 
our time. Indeed since, the enfranchise- 
ment of the musses, there lias never been 
an election in tiiis country which 
aroused so much earnest feeling. 

It is a tribute to tin 1 power- of Mr. 
Chamberlain that be is the cause of so 
lunch unwonted excitement. But/''*it 
must be acknowledged by Mr. Chamber- 
lain's supporters that all this passion 
only reveals the earnestness of the Brit- 
ish loyalty to free trade. When the 
struggle began it became evident to 
many tariff reformers that tariff reform 
-was not in itself enough to ensure vic- 
tory, ami home rule occupied the fore- 
most place in the election addresses. But 
wdieu the liberal leuilers, .especially men 
like Sir Edward (1 fey, the new Foreign 
Secretary, ami Mr. Asejilith and Mr. 
Haldane and Sir Henry b'owler, all Im- 
perialists, declared no home rule bill 
would be introduced in this parliament, 
or without a special mandate, the issue 
then bad to be gained on the tariff re- 
form question solely. It is on all 
grounds as well that ir is so, for the de- 
cision of the nation will be decision for 
or agailjst free trade, and it is expected 
to l>e so unmistakable as to be final. 
Were it otherwise the country would be 
kept in a continued state of unrest and 
uncertainty. For the moment the for- 
tunes of the unionist party are identified 
with tariff reform. Should it win even 
a passable success at the polls it will 
become an Integral part of unionist 
policy. But if tariff reform, after be- 
in^' made the crucial question of the 
election is badly beaten, many unionists 
are suying they will go back to the policy 
of Salisbury and Beaconsfield and Dev- 
onshire and icave tariff reformers to 
become a distinct party. That there 
will be a dearage in the ranks of union- 
ists which .will long remain after the 
general election, seems clear from the 
fact that Lord Salisbury's son, Lord 
Hugh Cecil, and other of the frec'trudo 
conservatives are being bitterly opposed 
by tariff-reform tnndidntes, while many 
timid unionists are declaring Mr. Cham- 
berlain's scheme is not the question that 
is before the country at all. Gladston- 
ian liberals are being forced to take back 
seats and if home rule is mentioned it 
imift be with reserve and -with the dis- 
tinct necurance that it is not the ques- 
tion that Is now to be decided. Colon- 
ials who are interested in the issue and 
'who is not, may be prepared to accept 
this decision, "Whatever it may be as 
Britain's carefully considered judgment 
on the tariff reform question. 

Imperialist, both conservative and 
liberal, here are most anxious thai it 
should be understood in the event of 
free trade coming, out victorious that it 
is not a "slap in the face" to die colon- 
ies, iiml thai if a tariff wall is not to 
enclose the empire, there will be other 
means adopted of showing to the na- 
tion of Great: Britain thai the idea of 
imperial unity is cherished as much as 
ever, even though it be not expressed in 
tariffs. 

In the battle that is raging in the 
constituencies I lie most conspicuous fig- 
ures on Mr, Chamberlain's side, repre- 



sentii.B Cnnadinn opinions, nre Sir Gil- 
bert Parker and Mr. Donald McMas- 
ter. Today Gravesend decides for or 
against Sir Gilbert , who, whatever 
doubt there may have been' at the out- 
set, is pretty safe, no.v that a labor can- 
didate i« dividing the free trade vote 
with the liberals. In the Leigh division 
of Lancashire Mr. MeMaster is making 
a Rood light, but. his fate will not be de- 
cided till next week. Today York City 
decides for or against Mr. Htunar 
Greenwood ami the Canadian who is not 
for- tariff reform but is all for free trade. 

' One of the most interesting incidents 
of this week's contest lias been the pat^s- 
age at arms between Mr. Chamberlain 
and Mr. John Burns. Mr. Chamberlain 
in the heat of the moment, stated at a 

Birmingham meeting that there were 
one million able bodied men in the 
workhouse and infirmaries in the coun- 
try. Mr. Burns, who is now president 
of the local government board, at once 
caught him oat in a serious blunder. 
The leturns show that the number of 
pauper able bodied men in our work- 
houses- is only 7,liir>. Mr. Chamber- 
lain instantly acknowledged his mistake 
but as there are one million altogether 
getting some sort of relief from the rates 
his argument was not affected by the 
mistake in the figures. 

Mr. Joseph Martin, formerly Premier 
of British Columbia, bus intervened in 
the fiscal controversy which rages at 
our general election witli a remarkable 
letter which occupied a column of the 
Daily Chronicle on Thursday, and set 
eager disputants talking about Canada 
and probation. Mr. Martin comments 
calmly but strongly on Mr. Chamber- 
Iain's speech at Bristol. He repudiates 
the assertion that a 2s. duty on wheat 
Would not rais* its price. It it did not 
what would be the advantage to the 
Canadian fanner. As to preferences to 
British manufacturers in Cauadian mar- 
kets Mr. Martin argues the well organ- 
ized manufacturers of Canada are all 
for protection against the British and 
will never consent to any reduction of 
the present tariff, but will strive to in- 
crease it till the prohibitive point, is 
reached. Mr. Martin after referring to 
the opposition by the manufacturers to 
British preference, goes on to say that 
protection has lowered the moral stand- 
ard of the electorate and that even in 
advocating it for Great Britain a de- 
cided taint has been "imparted to politi- 
cal life. Mr. Martin concludes his un- 
expected declaration for free trade all 
round by asking could anyone imagine 
Gladstone or Lord Salisbury, or the 
Duke of Devonshire being concerned in 
iin attempt to couvdrt Britain from) 
free .trade policy to one of protection? 
This letter is being extensively used by 
free trailers in the election all over JMlg- 
land. 

Next to the fiscal issue the Chinese 
labor question in London, at least, is 
moving the electors, most liberals lire 
making the most of the fact 'that in Oct- 
ober last the late .('(denial Secretary 
telegraphed ndvisingi the abandonment, 
of further importation of Chinese cool- 
ies, while early in November U,<HM> 
fresh licenses were issued in a hurry 
for the importation of a fresh batch who 
are now coining and whose landing cnu; 
not be stopped without 'special legisla- 
tion revoking the licenses. This it is 
argued shows that the late Colonial Sec- 
retary was in doubt about the Chinese 
labor' policy and would have checked it 
but that oi'i the eve of the governments 
resignation, pressure was . brought, to 
bear by the South African mining com- 
panies. 

During the week that which has told 
most against the liberals, has been the 
rowdvism' of some of their 'Supporters 
who disgraced the party by turbulent 
conduct at meetings which were 
held by Mr. Chamberlain nt Derby 
and Mr. Balfour at Manchester, t here 
was retaliation at Shrewsbury, when 
Sir Henry Campbell Bannerman was re- 
fused a 'hearing, and at Leamington, 
where Mr. Lloyd George, president of 
the board of trade, bad bis meeting 
broken up. The most disgraceful inci- 
dent of all was a foul and anonymous 
attack on the character of Mr. Balfour s 
grandfather with the impudent heading 
"Does Breed Tell?". But for these ex- 
ceptions the election has proceeded so 
far with the usual British good temper 
and fair play and courtesy.

Ab- 
solutely no engineering difficulties have 
been encountered along the line.

Government Proposes to Get 
Plans of the Woik at an 
Early Date. 



Readers of the Colonist remember that 
during last September the owners of 
property abutting along Hie waterfront 
of the harbor from Point Ellice bridge lo 
Seal's Point held n public meeting at the 
city ball at which the mayor presided 
and elected a committee consisting of 
Mr. J. A. Say)vard (chairman), Captain 
Grant, Messrs. Bechtel, Lemon, ,1. S. 
lutes, (!. A. Kirk and a representative 
from the Hudson's Bay Company, who 
formulated a plan for the improvement 
of the harbor with a view of bringing 
the matter before the transportation com- 
mission. This committee met the muni- 
cipal council and a committee appointed 
by the board or trade and after confer- 
ence decided to lay the matter jointly 
before the commissioners. Mr. Sorby, 
who acted as secretary, giving the lead- 
ing evidence. In response to the request 
of the commission Mr. .Sorby prepared 
plans, sections of the proposed break- 
water; at Brotchie ledge and detail esti- 
mates of the cost and forwarded the 
same to Hie commission at Winnipeg, as 
reported in these columns at the time. 

The following letter from Senator 
Templeuian is in reply to .Mr. Sorby 
urging upon the Senator the importance 
of making suitable provision in the esti- 
' mates for the coming year for the active 
I prosecution of this most important pub- 
lie work. .Mr. Sorby bus always urged 
j the nationalization of this harbor ae the 
western outpost of the Dominion. His 
earlier proposition was to have been 
entirely self-supporting, involving a much 
greater outlay (some live millions). The 
present proposition is the utilization of 
the waste material in the formation of 
a breakwater at Brotchie ledge, and the 
reclamation of Hie low lands and fore- 
shore on the Indian reserve, involving an 
outlay of about $200,000 per nullum for 
four or live yeans.

Discuss West 

Coast Dangers 



Victoria Board of Trade Held an 
Important Meeting Yester- 
day Evening. 



Special Committee Given Task 
of Making Recommenda- 
tions to Government. 



Nearly two score members of the 
board of trade gathered last evening 
In the council chamber of the board to 
discuss life saving 011 the West Coast 
mid the Puget Sound steamboat ser- 
vice. President T. VV. Paterson occu- 
pied the chair. 

The meeting unanimously endorsed 
the resolutions adopted ut the citizens' 
mass meeting held Friday, evening last, 
and which have been referred to the 
department of marine and fisheries at 
Ottawa; and referred the set of reso- 
lutions to its own harbor and naviga- 
tion committee to more thoroughly in- 
stigate the requirements for the 
greater safety of life and ships 011 that 
portion of the coast. Telegrams were 
ordered to be sent to Ottawa embody- 
ing the hoard's endorsatkm and urging 
the board to take immediate action. 
The Puget Sound Service 
In connection with the Puget Sound 
steamship service between Seattle and 
this port and the withdrawal of the 
steamer Princess Beatrice in favor of 
the Whatcom, a vigorous protest was 
entered against the proposed arrange- 
ment, particularly during the winter 
season. 

C. H. Lugrin opened the discussion 
on the question of the prevention of 
wrecks and the need; of greater life- 
saving appliances on the west coast of 
Vancouver Island. The speaker ad- 
vanced three principal causes of dis- 
aster that hud been given him by ship- 
masters. These were (1) heavy gales 
and thick weather; (2) the prevalence 
of a strong current to the northwest 
along the western coast of Washington 
state and Vancouver Island; and (3) 
fog banks In late fall and early winter 
months that lie along the coast line of 
both Mainland and Islund, while be- 
yond Is clear weather. Taking up the

Informed that wreckage of vessels sunk 
off Cape Flattery had been picked up 
at the beach of Ross Bay and on north- 
ern beaches of tlie Island. 

"If this is the case," said the speaker, 
"and there Is a strong persistent cur- 
rent Rowing northerly, it is worthy of 
more emphasis in the Official charts, 
etc., nnd some steps should be taken 
to bring it to the notice of all mariners, 
especially those unacquainted with the 
Straits of Juan de l''uca." 

Regarding fogs, lie had been In- 
formed that during August, Septembejl 
October and November there were apt 
to be heavy fog banks for several days 
together. These banks do not extend 
very far toward the sea, and there is 
grave danger of ships going on the 
breakers before thoy were aware of 
their proximity lo the shore. 

If such is the case-, the speaker be- 
lieved that some means might be found 
to guard against this cause of disaster. 
He outlined as a suggestion that a ves- 
sel shoultl be provided to cruise off 
Cupe Flattery — a schooner with auxil- 
iary power, having till the appliances 
of a lightship' out at sea, so that vessels 
could sight the ship before entering the 
fog banks off the shores of the straits. 
It was a service, he thought, that might 
properly be jointly maintained by both 
governments and could atso be estab- 
lished Immediately. 

Another subject that Mr. Lugrin had 
discussed with seafaring men was (is 
to the possibility to do anything In 
life-saving from sea, nnd be assured 
the meeting that It was quite possible 
even In stormy weather by sending in 
boats haying long lines, by which thoy 
could be drawn back to the ships. 
Inspection of Equipmort 
lie stated emphatically i'roni his own 
knowledge that the Inspection of equip- 
ment of sea-going steamers of Ameri- 
can registry was entirely of a perfunc- 
tory nature, and cited in support the 
deplorable case of the Clallam. 

H. D. Helmeken, K. 0. then moved 
that the meeting approve of the resolu- 
tions passed hy the mass meeting of 
the citizens on the 23rd Inst. 'To this 
others thought that the meeting should 
not bo' in too great a hurry but. lake 
time to thoroughly investigate all the 
needs of the coast. 

Captain J. G. Cox resumed the dis- 
cussion: He pointed out that the cur- 
rent spoken of traveled at the rate of 
2 knots, quite sufficient in his opinion 
to take ships out of their proper course. 
Tho plan to have a moving lightship at 
the entrance to the straits did not ap- 
peal to him ns being feasible 

What West Coast Needed 
was n number of new lights and pow- 
erful fog signals together with a per- 
fect telegraphic service to keep vessels 
coming ashore. Also to clear out the 
trail, build roads Mo move life saving 
apparatus and build ;t number of shel- 
ter huts at convenient points along the 
coast. It was not his experience that 
life saving was best effected from the 
sea. What was first urgently needed 



were 'inenns to prevent vessels going 
ashore. 

To n question, Capt. Cox said Hint tlie 
latest fog apparatus made could be 
heard from six to eight miles against 
the wind. 

Captain J. W, Troup had no doubt 
of the' westerly set of current along 
Vancouver island which :he had verified 
tho Inst few days and in his opinion 
was a partial cause leading up tlie de- 
struction of the Valencia. He agreed 
with tin-' idea of calling the attention 
of shipmasters of nil vessels entering 
the straits to carry sheet charts and 
aids to navigating the coast. He sug- 
gested the establishing of a harbor of 
refuge for sailing ships in Unrliley sound 
and the placing at the entrance of good 
leading liglit.s. He too doubted the 
wisdom of a cruising light; ship at the, 
entrance of Junn de Plica ns a mariner 
would not know his location. He sug- 
gested the needs of an Improved fog 
horn service at Carmvuinh nut" nlso at 
(.'ape Beale. He averred that the dan- 
gers of the approach to Vancouver Isl- 
and shores had not in the past been 
looked upon seriously. 

As to Wireless Telegraph 

He doubted the benefits of wireless 
telegraphy to keep vessels from rile 
shore as the mariner was unable to tell 
how far he was from the station. He 
told of a new instrument that gave 
warning to the captain by "tlie ringing 
of a submerged bell when his vessel 
approached within a dangerous distance 
of the shore, the i.ohiii! , oei ig receive-**! 
on the principle of the ordinary tele- 
phone. 

d. \j. Beckwith "tkrogh't .that a mort- 
ern fog horn could be put in at Cape 
Beale at once and it nppeared to lwri 
that the neglect of securing aids' to nav- 
igation 'iilong our coast was a cause of 
many disasters. 

• Committee to Roport 

It was then moved "Hint the whole 
subject be referred to the Harbor's nnd 
Navigation committee with power to 
add to their number ,to thoroughly in- 
vestigate all the requirements for the 
safety of life and property on tlie west 
coast and to prepare a report for presen- 
tation to the board at the earliest pos- 
sible moment." 

Ucv. 10. S. Howe here asked that the 
board endorse tlie resolution adopted by 
the citizens meeting on Friday last, of 
which a copy was sent to the minister 
of marine and fisheries. 

.1. J. Shallcross moved "That the 
events of the last few weeks have shown 
that immediate and large expenditures 
nre necessary for safeguarding navigation 
on the West Coast of aVneotiver Island 
nnd that this board request tlie Dominion 
government to take action at once." 

The motion was unanimously agreed to 
and a further resolution was carried in- 
structing the secretary to telegraph the 
same lo the minister of marine and fish- 
eries, Senator Templeman and Mr. Riley, 
Ml'., at Ottawa, and to forward copies 
bv mail to Mr. Sloan. M.l\: Mr. Ralph 
Smith, M.P., and Mr. MacPherson, M.l\ 
and to the boards of trade of Vancouver, 
Xow Westini nster, Nanaimo and Well- 
ington. 

A Survey Needed. 

Harry F. Bnllen thought it a practical 
and excellent idea to have a complete 
survey of the West (.'oust made with all 
points conspicuously shown on the charts 
where boats can make a lauding in case 
of distress. 

A lengthy discussion arose on tlie pros 
and cons of endorsing the resolutions 
passed at the citizens' meeting on a 
[notion moved by Mr. Helcken. 

Walter Walker in supporting Mr. 
Helriicken's motion said "We are blamed 
for being mossbacks, and I think myself 
we deserve that blame if we sit back 
nnd fail to endorse the action of u pub- 
lic meeting where seafaring men helped 
frame the resolutions for sefegunrding 
the West Const. As a matter of pol- 
icy we should endorse the meeting.'' 

Mr. Bnllen — It is not a question of 
niossbncklsm. It is a case of appoint- 
ing a committee of this board to make a 
thorough investigation. 

The chair then put Mr. Ilolniekcii's 
motion ns follows: "That this board ap- 
proves the resolution passed by the citi- 
zens on Friday evening hist," which was 
carried nnd instructions given tlie see- 
rotary to telegraph the board's elidorsn- 
tion to the minister of murine nnd fish- 
eries. 

In concluding the discussion IT. A. 
Munn slated the Pacific Const Steam- 
ship Company and pointed out Hint for 
the last twenty-five years the people 
have had to travel on obsolete boats and 
that the trade was suffering for want of 
better boats between here and San Fran: 
cisco. Those iu service were not lielf 
as good as the boats plying on inland 
waters. He. pointed out that marine ae- 
chitecturo was a progressive science and 
that the Pacific Coast Steamship Com- 
pany had failed' to do its duty on this 
coast. 

The Puaot Sound Service. . 

In Introducing the discussion on the 
Puget .Sound steamship service Mr. Shall- 
cross moved, seconded by Mr. Helmeken, 
thnt "This extraordinary general meeting 
of the hoard of trade specially called to 
consider the report that the Canadian Pdcl- 
tle Hallway Company had agreed with the 
Alaska Steamship Company to withdraw 
the I'rlrtcoss Beatrice from the Sound route 
In favor of the steamer Whatcom, desires 
to protest most emphatically against any 
such arrangements, and particularly dur- 
ing the dangerous winter season, and this 
meeting requests the council of the hoard 
of trade to call the attention of the Cnn- 
mllan Pacific Railway; Company to the un- 
derstanding reached with the citizens of 
Victoria nt the time of the loss of the 
steamer Clallam, also owned toy the Alns- 
ka Steamship Company, whereby the Prin- 
cess Beatrice was placed on the route, and 
to take such other measures as will pre- 
vent the service between Victoria and the 
Sound being left to tho sole care of the 
steamer Whatcom or similar craft," 

Captain Troup, In referring to the agree- 
ment of January, 10Q4, which was read to 
tile meeting, gave a tabulation of figures 
showing both freight, tonnage nnd num- 
ber of pnssengcra carried respectively by 
his company's boat and the opposition to 
prove that his company had not obtained 
that proportion of freight he felt should 
have been forthcoming from shippers uu-

Mr. Walker said he believed the resump- 
tion of the Whatcom on the run would 
directly hurt travel. 

C. l'\ Todd, replying to Captain Troup, 
said his company had rarrleil out Its agree- 
ment with the railroad company; nnd lie 
thought the real kick was against the 'C. 
I'. It, entering Into such an alliance with 
the Alaska Steamship Company that left 
Victoria completely at Its mercy. 

Simon I.elser agreed with the previous 
speaker, and stated on behalf of Ills firm 
the freight compact with the C. I'. U; hail 
been faithfully observed. 

Another member declared that the What- 
com was a inlrerahle old tug, exactly the 
same as the Clallam, and they .were In ses- 
sion to enter an emphatic protest.

TJse of Transparent Envelopes Dis- 
allowed. 

ALTHOUGH the attention of the postal 
authorities of the Dominion of Canada 
has been called from time to time to 
the use of transparent envelopes, 
where the address Is Inscribed on the con- 
tents, as being Gtj^etionable, causing un- 
necessary dllllculty In sorting mall matter, 
yet no steps were taken to have It dis- 
continued until lately, when the British 
Post Otllco Department returned to Can- 
ada a number of post cards in transparent 
covers, having the addresses written on 
the enclosures, with a nolo to the effect 
that such matter Is regarded as non- 
trahsmlsslble on account of being embar- 
rassing to the sorting duty. 

In view of this action of the British of- 
fice no cards In transparent envelopes, 
With addresses written on the enclosures, 
can hereafter be accepted for addresses In 
the United Kingdom or in those countries 
to which correspondence is forwarded via 
England, and the department has decided 
to prohibit their circulation in the Cana- 
dian domestic mails also. Postmasters 
are accordingly directed not to accept for; 
transmission any matter enclosed in trans- 
parent envelopes with the address written 
on the enclosure.

NE of the odd features of the English 
Christmas Is "boxing day," which is 
the day following Christmas, and ob- 
served as the holiday by the servants, 
I who nro required by their positions to 
'work harder than usup.l on Christmas. 

On tbls day the tradesmen and domes- 
tics receive their presents, and the custom 
is ' religiously observed by King Edward, 
who yearly distributes about $10,000 in 
money to those who serve the royal house- 
hold. 

In addition the servants at Sandrlngh'am 
all receive joints of beef for the Christ- 
mas dinner, the joints being distributed In 
the proportion of two pounds to each adult 
member of the family and a pound for 
each child. The lower servants also re- 
ceive money, while, those of higher station 
are given a souvenir selected by the Queen. 

The Kaiser gives threo dollars to each 
of his servants of minor importance, while 
the others receive boxes of candy made 
especially for the Emperor in Paris. They 
cost seven dollars each and bear the Im- 
perial monogram In silver "on the cover 
AH of the sentries on duty about the pal- 
ace receive a small present of money from 
the Emperor In person and to the trades- 
men he sends game from the royal pre- 
serves. /; ' 

In Russia any one who has done the 
slightest service for the Tsar is entitled 
to a present,. The custom lias been -mud 
abused. In Portugal the Royal Chamber 
lain gives each new servant a ticket. I 
is worth nothing ut the time, but on the 
following: year is not . only redeemed In 
cash, but a second ticket Is given, worth 
an additional sum, thn following year, the 
value rising In accordance with the length 
of service. 



Chinese dealers in Singapore have re- 
fused to buy Manila cigars from Singa- 
pore merchants, on the ground that Ma- 
nila Is an American colony.

Crime In London. 

LONDON Is paying the penalty paid by 
all large cities. Crime is Inside her 
gates. In round ■ numbers she has to 
pay nearly. $8,000,000 .to keep criminals 
in check, for that is the sum paid out to 
her police, courts, prisons and prosecuting 
officers. It falls to Include stolen property, 
losses due to the- idleness ■ of criminals, 
losses to injured parties,' &e. 

Serious crimes, such' as burglary, house- 
breaking, counterfeiting, &c, are increas- 
ing. 

Arrests arp more .frequent than formerly, 
and eacli arrest adds , to the expense a.nd 
loss account of the city. Estimates put the 
bill of the city's expenses as high as S10, ■ 
000,000. 

In other words, .each, taxpayer or head 
of a household of live persons' . pays SCSI 
a year for London's crime. Nor do these 
millions make up the total loss. There are 
the hundreds of thousands taken, con- 
sumed by the criminals, hidden away, lost 
destroyed. Add then to these the 
amounts paid by private parties to pre- 
vent burglary, &c.', watchman, caretakers, 
burglar alarms, door and window fasten- 
ings, safes, revolvers.

the lug Czar to go to the whaling station 
at Scehart and send the steamer Orion 
to the wreck, as neither Salvor nor Czar 
could see any slioi of life on the wreck, to 
render what assistance she was callable of. 
■Tho Salvor then went to Banilield creek 
for tile purpose of sending men down the 
trail In order to try and reach the wreck 
from the shore. Tpo relief party took with 
I hem an extra supply' of provisions, b'ocks. 
tackle, etc., stimulants, con! oil, and 
necessaries for the relief of the survivors. 
After that h second relief party was sent 
over tilt! trail, headed by Dr. Hart, to 
meet the llrst party half way and give 
such help as .might be necessary. 

The Salvor then again went to the 
scene of the wreck. Finding there that no 
relief was possible nnd the survivors re- 
porting one nuin lost In the woods on Tur- 
tle Island, the Salvor proceeded there, 
landed two search parties ,who eventua'ly 
found the missing man and a raft contain- 
ing three bodies. 

lour reflection upon the condition of the 
Salver Is as uncalled for as it Is unwar- 
ranted by the fuels. Perhaps a better 
answer tnan telling you the amount that 
had been expended upon tho Improvement 
of the hull alone 1h tho fact that no ves- 
sel unless absolutely seaworthy could have 
lived through the sea running at the time 
the Salvor went mil, without at least seri- 
ous damage to ship and equipment. 

If you will lake the trouble to Investi- 
gate you will Hud that the Salvor fulfils 
In all respects Ihc service for which she 
I was Intended and the service cal'ed for by 
the government. Had the Salvor boon in 
I service at the time of the lamentable dis- 
aster to the Clallam, signal aid might 
have been rendered and many lives that 
were sacrificed have been saved; possibly 
the ship us well, 

No effort was spared to render every as- 
sistance practicable In the eusu or the 
Valencia, and I cannot but think that If 
you had consulted your own reporter, a 
passenger on the Salvor, you would not 
made the allegations or insinuations con- 
tained In your editorial.

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THE CASE OF THE SALVOR. 

Sir— Your editorial of last Sunday re- 
garding the steamer Salvor is so mixed 
with misapprehension of facts and state- 
ment of political Inferences, that I have 
•felt It my duty to acquaint you with the 
facts. 

In view of tho tension and natural In- 
dignation In the community existing us a 
result of the deplorable loss of life In con- 
nection with the wreck of the Valencia, 
it is only fair that yon should correct any 
misapprehension that you have created as 
a result of your article bused upon incom- 
plete Information. 

W.ih the political Inference I have noth- 
ing to do, but with the other part of your 
article, the company, of which I am sec- 
retary, has. To begin with, it was owing 
lo the fact that the steamer Willamette, 
wrecked In British Columbia waters on 
Denman Island, about five years ago, was 
salved .by an American llrni and taken to 
Seattle for repair, that, attention was at- 
tracted to the lack of a .salvage service In I 
British Columbia. The sum spent upon 
repairs upon the Willamette was $100,000, 

all of which would have b i distributed 

among artiznns of British Columbia, If 
there had been a salvage service available 
hero ut the time. 

A few business men In Victoria and 
Vancouver then formed u salvage com- 
pany in order to try and prevent similar 
occurrences. A small steamer was ac- 
quired by the company and fitted us u 
salvage vessel, with a necessary and ex- 
pensive equipment. The steamer was held 
for that jiuriMi.se until lust year, lull, was 
Inadequate for the service. The Canadian 
government Inst year offered a bonus or 
$10,000 per annum for a suitable steamer 
nnd pldttt for salvage purposes. In order 
that you may properly appreciate the re- 
quirement of the Canadian government, 1 
append u copy of the specifications upon 
which tenders were called for and received. 

The British Columbia Salvage Company 
made a tender under the advertised speci- 
fications, and tile contract was awarded 
to It. The company having purchased and 
equipped the steamer Salvor for that ser- 
vice, which she was considered a most 
suitable vessel for tin; service, notwith- 
standing her age, as the lute owners, hav- 
ing spent a large sum of money on he r 
hull, practically rebuilding her bottom, 
leaving the hull almost as good us new. 
The salvage company after (hat equipped 
the steamer with centrifugal pumps, por- 
table boilers, diving gear, air compressor 
and all outfit usual for salvage operations, 
The Salvor has ever since been held for 
services of that character only, and nn- 
,der the contract with the government can 
lie used for no other purposes. 

You apparently confuse a salvage steam- 
er with a lifeboat. The steamer Salvor 
lias three steel lifeboats attached as a part 
of her gear. But a lifeboat, service proper 
consists of one or more small boats In- 
capable of rendering assistance to n 
steamer In distress or> of relieving her of 
any of her cargo, whereas n salvage 
steamer is specially equipped for that, pur- 
pose and for placing pumps nnd boilers 
on board a disabled vessel. 

The first consideration of either service 
is life, but a salvage craft as distinct 
from n lifeboat alms at saving life, ship 
and cargo; a lifeboat, life without, ref- 
erence to ship or cargo. The reward for 
services rendered Increases with the num- 
ber of lives saved, so that monetary reas- 
ons an well as common humanity dictate 
that every effort should lie made In the 
endeavor to save human life. 

Within two and a half hours after word 
was received of the wreck of the Valencia 
the Salvor put to. sea. The Salvor would

SYNOPSIS. 
The pressure Is low In northern British 
Columbia and the Yukoii district, but con- 
tinues high over the greater part of the 
'Pacific slope. Snow is falling at Barker- 
Vlile and Atlln, and rain has fallen in the 
southwestern part of the province and In 
the adjoining states of Oregon and Wash- 
ington. In "the Northwest a marked de- 
pression is central In Manitoba and the 
Lake region, and strong northwestern gales 
and winds prevail from Qu'Appelle to 
Winnipeg, where light snow has fallen.

There were rumors current In the city 
on Simony night that .some, misfortune 
had he-fallen the little fishing schooner 
Ella G, and on Sunday evening an even- 
paper issued an extra stating the Bchoo- 
ner had been lost with all on board, six 
in number, amongst whom were Cupt. 
Fred Forrest, ami Cupt. Alex McLean, 
the sealer who recently won considerable 
notoriety. Yesterday afternoon the 
schooner Blln V, arrived safely ul Uclue- 
let and like Mark Twain the "Sea Wolf' 
Bays the report in the evening paper's 
extra was "much exaggerated.' 1 The 
Ella G left Victoria on a lishing' cruise 
to the halibut banks oil the Vancouver 
Island oast on Sunday, the 20th. with 
a crew consisting Of (.'apt. Fred Fa-rest, 
master, Oapt. Alex. McLean, who is in 
charge of the fishing business of the ves- 
sel, George Duuiphy, lishermnn; Harry 
Anderson, lishermau; Frank Butler, fish- 
erman, and a Japanese cook. 

On Saturady night the .vessel was ru- 
mored to have been lost, though the foun- 
dation for the rumors could not be learn- 
ed. Telegraphic enquiries were made at 
different points and on Sunday evening 
a message was received from Bamfield 
Stating the schooner had turned bottom 
IP oil' the const and all hands hud been 
lost. 

Enquiry from the Colonist correspon- 
dent ut Bnmfield brought the reply 
"Cannot learn here what is foundation 
for the report that the Ella G is lost. 
Think report originated in Victoria." 

Thea Cltrmnnali was asked by wire 
what foundation there was for the report 
and the following reply was received 
from Lightkeeper Daykin: "No report 
was sent from Carmatmh that the lish- 
ing schooner Blln G was lost with all 
bauds. This yarn originated in the anx- 
iety of some people to make a sensa- 
tional report of a subject they knew 
nothing of." 

And then the schooner Ella (i. sailed 
into the harbor at Uclueiet, within 20 
hours of the time nn evening paper is- 
sued an extra announcing that she had 
been lost, which will doubtless be news 
to the' fishermen on board.

THE TEES RETURNS. 

Brings News of Tragedy at Sointula — 
The Nell Again in Trouble. 

Steamer Tees returned on Sunday 
from (be Naas and way ports of northern 
British Columbia after a rough passage. 
For 64 hours the steamer buttled with 
the winds in reaching Port. Nelson on the 
Naas. A heavy snowstorm raged with a 
fierce wind blowing and the thermome- 
ter stood at .12 degrees below zero. At 
Port Simpson several steamers had been 
weather bound for three days, including 
the Canadian government cruiser Kes- 
trel, the Canadian government steamer 
Quadra, the Ketchikan steamers Marion 
and E. A. Heggi which run between 
Port Simpson, Ketchikan and mining 
points. At Port Simpson (lie thermome- 
ter was S degrees below zero. The 
steamer Amur was delayed by the storm, 
and landed her passengers for Port Bs- 
Sington at Claxton, whence they were 
taken by the Tees. The Tees brought 
south about forty passengers. 

The Tees brought news of a shock- 
ing accident which took place at Soin- 
tula, the Finnish colony on Malcolm 
Island, when the steamer was at that 
point. A Russian Finn, whose name 
was not Riven to the steamer's Officers, 
while working in the sawmill slipped 
and fell backward against the buzz- 
saw, which cut the unfortunate man in 
two. The trunk was severed in an 
instant, one part falling; on either side: 
of the saw. The man's heart was cut I 
| in two, one part being in either side j 
of the severed trunk, 

When at Metlakahtla the Tees 
sighted the steamer Nell, still sub- i 
merged near Jap Rock. The Nell, ns j 
was recently reported in a despatch 
from Port Simpson, was floated wdth 
the assistance of two launches, and the 
launches beginning to ship water, were 
obliged to let go of the Injured steamer, 
with the result that she was sub- 
merged, though still alloat. The waves 
breaking against the submerged deck- 
houses are wrecking them, according 
to a report made by olficers of the 
Tees. The hull, which is partially 
buoyed by barrels which were placed 
in the hull to float her from (he rock, 
lr- anchored orf Metlakahtla. The hull 
is In bad condition and repairs will be 
costly.

Narrow Escape of an Unknown Bark 
Near Carmanah. 

A three-masted bark, name un- 
known, had a very narrow escape from 
being wrecked on the Vancouver 
Island coast about two and a half 
miles west of Carmanah on Sunday 
evening-. At 5 o'clock a message was 
received telling: of the predicament of 
the bark. She was then but a mile 
from shore and a heavy swell was set- 
tWig her shoreward. 

As soon as the message to this effect 
reached Captain Oaudln, agent of the 
marine and fisheries department, from 
AV". P. Daykin, the energetic lightkeeper 
nt Carmanah, the local agent of marine 
notified the tugboat companies and 
telephoned to Messrs. Bullen of Esqui- 
mau, Who despatched their steamer 
Salvor wdth instructions to proceed to 
the assistance of the bark, and if not 
needed to continue to the wreck of 
the Valencia, which was done. Fortu- 
nately the bnrk did not need assist- 
ance. At 8:20 p. m. another message 
was received from the lightkeeper, 
which said: 

"The bark reported drifting toward 
the island coast near Carmanah, and 



which was within a mile from shore 
at G o'clock, is now hidden from the 
lighthouse at Carmamah, two and a 
half miles to the eastward, by trees, 
and it is not known whether she is on 
the rocks or anchored near shore. The 
bark was In sight all day, with light 
variable winds and cnlin. At sun- 
down she drifted within a mile from 
shore and in a dangerous position. She 
made no signals during the day and 
her identity was not learned. The 
sea Is not rough tonight, but there is 
a nasty swell setting on shore." 

Yesterday morning a message was 
received that the bark was not In 
sight, having evidently made iter way 
Off shore during the night. A light 
northeast breeze had sprung up, and 
the vessel had escaped from her dan- 
gerous position.

THE M. TURNER SEIZED. 

Schooner Libeled for Salvage on 
Account of Rescuo. 

A Clayoquot despatch says tho tug 
( zar arrived there yesterday morning 
en route to Victoria with the American 
four-masted Bchooner M. Turner of San 
Francisco which has been seized by a 
marshal of the Admiralty court in a 
salvage action brought by the C. P. It. 
company on account of Services render- 
ed by their steamer Queen City which 
rescued the schooner from a dangerous 
position within 000 feet from the south- 
east of Runsby islands six miles with- 
in the Harrier reefs on January lQth, 
Tho M. Turner which had her sails 
split during a south-east gale encoun- 
tered off Cape Flattery when en route 
from San Francisco to Scuttle had been 
driven through the Barrier reef and 
was anchored in a most dangerous posi- 
tion when sighted by the Queen City 
which proceeded through the reef with 
great risk and took her in tow to a safe 
anchorage'. Capt. Pedersen wanted to 
go to sea, but the crew mutinied, and 
the vessel remained at anchor at Olayo- 
quot repairing her sails. It was feared 
she would escape to sea and tho tug 
Cznr was sent .by tho' O. P. R, with 
an Admiralty marshal on board to seize 
the vessel, she is expected here this 
morning,
